W ashington, D. C. April 15— Robert 
Edw ard Cox, of Belmont, a chief gun­ 
ner in the navy, enjoyed yesterday the 
unique distinction of having Presi­ 
dent of the United States personally 
pin on his breast the highest award 
for va I a r— the Congressional Medal of 
Honor. 
The ceremony took place in the East 
Room 
of 
the 
White 
House on the 
seventeenth anniversary of the day 
on which Gunner Cox saved the b a t­ 
tleship Missouri from destruction by 
flooding its m agazines a fte r an explo­ 
sion in a turret had set fire to powder 
in the adjoining handling room. Two 
other men, M: 
Monson 
and 
S. C. 
Sihepke, then gunner’s 
m ates, but 
now commissioned officers, previously 
had received medals of honor for th e i r , 
heroic work in assisting Cox to re­ 
move injured men from the burning 
handling 
room. 
Thirty 
men were 
killed in the accident. 
Held Rank. Debarred From Medal 
Cox 
at that time held the rank of 
w arrant officer and was debarred from 
receiving the medal of honor by the 
law providing for its aw ard only to 
enlisted men, though the recommenda­ 
tion of the captain of the Missiouri 
was approved by the commander-in- 
chief of the North Atlantic fleet and 
form er President Roosevelt. 
Not until last February, a year after 
the history of the event was laid be­ 
fore Congress was special legislation

heroism.

the complete assurance of our coun­ 
t r y ’s security, power and eminence in 
the world. 
“Your example will alw ays shine as j 
a beacon for others to whom m ay come 1 
the call for such service as you have j 
given, and I trust this testimony of j 
your nation’s gratitude, which I now’ j 
place on 
your breast,
